REIIDARS Y laſt ro you' was of the 1oth. of November paſt, 
LAs X (which, in regard we have had much Weſterly 


& Winds fince) I hope ere this time you have re- 
:@ . , ceived; according to the beſt Information I had 
Y. or could procure, I made bold to acquaint you 
with ſundry Paſſages, that before the date there- 
of, came to paſs amongſt ns: I alſo ſent. you two 
of our Orders in Print by Order of the Council 
here; The one for the Confinement of our Veetop 
(i.e. Friexd) Indians, the other for a general Faſt chroughout this Col- 
lony : By the one you may ſee the great Care our Authority hach, as well 
to make a diſtinion viſible, berwixt our Friends the Chriſtian Tn4zans, 
and our Enemies the Heathens, as alfo, to ſecure the one from injuries, and 
to lay*the other open, and make them liable to the hand of Juſtice: By the 
other you may ſee what ſence of the immediate hand of God upon us our 
Magiſtrates have ; and truly Sir, we have great cauſe to bleſs the Lord for 
tharwe have ſuch Magiſtrates and Councellers that we are fo well affured 
do aime at the Glory of God, and the peace and welfare of his people in this 
Wilderneſs, that however the mighty hand of God is lifted up upon us, 
and he hath given Commiſſion to the Sword to deſtroy, yer we arewell (a- 
tisfied there is nothing wanting that lyeth within the reach of their wiſdom 
or ſtrength : Wherefore in the midſt of our troubles we comfort our ſelves 
in this, that we are ſatisfied they do what in them lyeth : I hope in ſome 
ſhort time I may hear of your receipt thereof. | ho 

Sir, Inmy laſt I alſogaye you (at firſt) an Account of the Reaſonsof 
the Riſe and Origin of theſe unhappy Wars, in which, my Information was 
not lo perfe&, but that there was ſomewhar amiſs; although, at that time, 
the Account thereof was generally receiy'd, and the alteration is not much, 
only in ſome few particular as 4 Wea you might be the

more certain thereof, I ſhall give you an account whereinl miſſed, , 


Thus : About fix years fince one Soſoman , ( an 1ndian-Schollar 
and Miniſter ) having ſpent ſome yeais in the Study of Divinity , 
being by that time judged capable of Preaching the Goſpel, was by 
the Authority of Plymouth ſent to Preach to King Philip, he with ſome 
ſeeming - kind of Devotion, heard him for a while ar ſeveral times; 
and however his Zeal was in outward appearance, yet all that time, 
and a good whil- before, he, with ſeveral of his own men, had a Conſpiracy 
to cut off the Engliſh theceabouts, and ſcrupled not ro make the buſineis 
known to Soſoman, as ſuppoling he might be of great uſe to him, in the cars 
trying on that bloody detign; whereupon this Soſoman ſoon afrer makes 
th.s ri:1ag known to the Governor of New-Plywonth- Colloyy, Foſiah Winflow 
Eiq, King P-44l:p ſwiped ng he either would civalge, or had already made 
known this ſecret to the Exgliſh,took Councel to kill this Soſorman;-where- 
fore in order thereunto, one day, as he fac fiſh.ng by a River- fide, two or 
three 1-diazs came and barbarouſly Marthered hinr in the place  where- 
upon, as {oon as the Governor and Councel of Plymouth heard thereof, ſent 
and took the {aig Murtherers; aSalfo a ſmall Party went to Kiog Philip and 
brought him and moſt of his chief men to Plymorth, aud there Examined 
them, and had ſeveral meetings in Conſultation abuur the buſineſs; bur 
King Phzlip behaved himſelf very uncivilly (like a Heathen,) however due 
roof could not be produced againſt him, and he nor his Men not having 
yerſhed any Engliſh Blood afcer his encring into a League of Peace with the 
Eneliſh, was diſmiſt ; only the Murtherers after a legal Condemnation were 
Hanged. Here lies the occaſion of our preſent difference, which I have 
made bold to acquaint you of, | 
Sir, Towards the clole of my laſt to you, I gave you an Account of what 
was done at Hatfie/dthe 19th. cf 0G 0b, laſt 3 in which Fight the Heathens 
were ſoputtoit, that they were forced to go to their laſt refuge, thar is, 
the Narraganſets, who I wicce you word we ſeared every day more and 
more would prove perfid.ous tous; wherefore the Authority of the United 
Collonies having [ncelligence that King Phzlip with his whole retinue, as 
weil Women and Children, &c. did harbor themſelves under the pro- 
rection of N:nicreft, who is the King of the Narraganſets, as alſo hearing 
that that ſame $ aches, that came to Boſton about the end of September laſt, 
(being Nenicroft's Eideſt Son) is lince Marryed tothe Squaw $ «chem ; which 
Marr13ge doth lignifie a near Alliance : and alſo ſeeing that what that $4- 
chem 61d agree unto wich our Authority, when in Boſtoz, 15 not at all regard- 
ed by them, (for chat Sachem lent word when he. came home into his own 
Country, that N#nicroft would not agree to what he had done :) theſe 
things ſo falling out near the ſame time, put our Authority then in Coun- 
cel upon ſome neceſſity of finding out a ſpeedy way to remedy the ſame. 
But notwithitanding their perfideouſneſs hitherto, yet about three weeks 
after, five Sachems came together from Ninicrofs to Boſton, and engaged that 
our Enemies, entertained by them, ſhould be delivered up inſtantly ; bur 
nothing being done of what they promiſed, the Commiſſioners of the United 
Collonies, ſitting in Councel here, (the ſeveral conſiderations here expreſt, 
with others moveing chem thereto) in the firſt place publiſhed this following 
Kemonſtrance (here inſerted verbatim) and ordered a Body of Souldiers, 


Horſe 
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Horſe and Foot to march hence; in order thereuntos on the 10th: of this 
Inſtant Pecember, fix Companies of Foot and Horſe marched hence un- 
wo Seaconck: The number of the Souldiers were thus 3 Of Maſſachuſetts and 
plimonth Collanies 709, Foot and 200. Horſe, and Conpettico: Collony 
having 300. Foot and 100. Horſe ready ito meet them at New: Lo2d0n, 
whereof Governour Foſiah Winſlow is gone out General : From Mafſachuſcrrs 
Collony is gone out in Command, Major Appleton of Ipſwich, Caprain 
Tames Oliver, Captain Samuel Moſcley , and Capt. Nath. Davenport of 
Boſton, Capt. Fobnſon of Roxbnry, Capt. Garduer of Salem, and Capt. Tho- 
as Prentice, Capt. of the Horie, Theſe were Commanders of thoſe ſeven 
Companics that marched hence. The 16th. Inſtant we had advice from 
them, thatthe Enemy had burnt Mr, Feremiah Balls Houſe at Narragan- 
ſett, and kilted 18, Men, Women, and Children that were in it, and that 
they bad taken 55. Indians, and killed 10. more, arid burnt 150, Wigwams 
with the loſs of four of our Men, and as many wounded. This exploit was 
performed by Capt. Prentice, a Capt. of the Horſe. 

The weather now being extream cold, ,having both Froſt and Snow in 
moſt places two foot, in many places three foot deep, we have as yet had 
nothing like to'a Field Battel with the 12d#azs, ſave that Fight we had ar 
Hatfield, of which I gave you; an Account of in my laſt, until theſe Soul- 
diers went out-laſt ; {ince which time, by ſeveral Poſts coming daily thence, 
as alſo by private Letters, I have this Account of this Fight in parricular, 

On Saturday the 19th. Inftant, the General Muſtered up the whole Ar. 
my in Noverzber, as before, having with them three Miniſters, vis. 
Mr. Dudley, Mr. Bnckky, and Mr. Samuel Nowel, at-Capt. Smiths Houſe, 
(the ſame Capt. Smith I told you in my laſt, that came to Boſton with 
Ninnicroft's Eldeſt Son a Sachem) whole dwelling is about four miles off che 
Narragauſetts dwellings, 7nd is now the ſtrongeſt Garriſon in choſe pargs) 
and having given orders for a march, according to diſcretion, marched to- 
wards the Narraganſets Country (or Town) where finding no 1»dians, they 
were at a ſtand, not knowing which way to go in purſuit of the 7»dians ; bur 
however during their ſtay, their Capt. Prentice, with his Company diſco- 
vered ſome place under-ground, wherein was Indian-Cora laid. up in ſtore by 
them, this encouraged them to-look: farther, whereupon in their ſearch 
they-found ſeveral good quantities of that grain in like manner, which afcer- 
wards was conveyed to the Garriſon, . In the Afternoon of that Saturday, 
ſome of the Souldiers accidencally eſpied an 7ndian alone, whom: they took 
and carried to the General, who upon his:refuſal toanſwer tothoſe queſtions 
demanded, was ordered to be Hanged forthwigh ;- whereupon the 7adian to 
ſave tus life, told them where the whole body of the Indians were together, 
as well King Philzp, and all other Confederate Sagamores and Sachems with. 
their whole retinue, as alſo the whole body of ang "3 being 
joyned all in a body in November, about 4500. Indian men, beſides Wives 

and Children: Whereupon, keeping this 1ndien for their Guide, they 
having proviſions with them, marched all night;the 7»dians being then 16.. 
Miles diſtant from them, andthat.Night there fell a very hard Snow two 
orthree foot deep, and with-all an extream hard Froſt, ſo that ſome of our 
Men were frozen in their hands and feet, and thereby diſabled for ca/t 

The 
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The nexr day, about Noon, they come toa large Swamp, which by rea- 
fon of the Froſt all the Night before, they were capable of going over 
(which elſe they could not have done) they forthwith in one body entered 
the ſaid Swamp, and in the midſt thereof was a piece of firm Land, of abour 
three or fourAcres of ground, whereon the 7n4:axs had built a kind of a Forr, 
being Paliſado'd ronnd, and within that a clay Wall, as alſo felled down a- 
bundance of Trees to lay quite round the ſaid Fort, bat they had not quite 
finiſhed the ſaid work : The General placed Capt, Moſeley in the Front, to 
enter the Fort, and the reſt of the Companies were placed according to dif- 
cretion: In their march they met with three 7#d7ans ſent out as Scours, 
whom they ſhot dead at fight thereof : as ſoon as ever the 7ydians ſaw our 


Army comeing, they ſhot as faſt as ever they could, and ſoour Men did the 


like, Before our Men could come up to take poſſcfion of the Fort, the 1n- 
dians had ſhot three Bullets through Capt, Davenport , whereupon he bled 
extreamly, and immediatly called for his Lieutenant, Mr. Edward Tire, 
and commited the charge of rhe Company to him, ' and deſired him :© take 
gare of his Gun, arid deliver it according to order, and immediatly died in 
the place 3 his Company were extreamly grieved at his death, - in regard he 
was ſo courteous to them 's, for he being Commander of that Company, be- 
longing to Cambridge and Watertown, &c. was a Stranger to molt of them , 
and at therime that ke came to take poſlefſion of his Company, he made a 
very civil ſpeech to them, and alſo gave them free liberty to chooſe their 
Seijeants chemſelves, which pleafed chem very well, and accordingly did 
ſo, and it is very probable the 1ndiays might think that Capt. Davenport 
was the General, becauſe he had u very good Buff Suit on at that time, and 
therefore might ſhoot at him. . | | 

Ina ſhorttime our Forces entred the Fort , Captain: Moſeley being in 
the Front, the 7ndjans knowing him'very well, many directed their ſhot to 
him, as he afterwards told the General that he believed he ſaw 50. aim ar 
him : As ſoon as he and they hadentred the Fort, he efpied a heap of above 
50, Indiatts lay dead in a corner, which the 79d;ans had gathered together ; 
aS ſoon as ever our Men had entred . the Fort, . the 1zdians fled, our men 
killed many of them, as alſo of rheir Wives and Children, amongſt which 
an. Indian Black-Smith ( the only man amongſt them ) that fitted: their 
Guns and Arrow-heads; and amongſt many more Houſes burnt his, as 
alſo demoliſhed his Forge, and carried away his'Tools 3 they fonght with 
the 1»diazs, and purſued them ſo long as was advancagious tothem ; then 
the General-gave order to ſound a Retreat, which was done according to 
order, The Retreat was no ſooner beaten, and the Sonldiers were in a 
Marching poſture, before they were. got all out of the Fort, a thouſand 
freſh Indizns.ſet on our Men, but in an hours time the 194/ans were forced 
to Retreat and Flie: Our Men, as near as they can judge, way have 
killed about 600, Indian Met, beſides Women and Children: Many mote 
Indians were killed which we could have no:account of, by reaſon that 
they would carry away as tnany dead Indians as they could. ' Onur men' be- 
fore they had been ſet on by the freſh 7ndtans,. had ſet fire fo moſt of the 
Waggons in.and about the Fort (which-were gear 1000, in all,) how m2- 
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ny were burnt down ' ey conld not tell poſitively , only thus 5 That they 
Matched above three miles from the Fort by the light of the Fires. Here

We wanting good Accomodation for our Wounded men, our General 
ordered them tobe rerfioved to Road-Iſland, where they have good Quar- 
ters provided, and care taken for their Recovery, 

 Ninegret the otd Sachem of the Narraganfers,-hath lately; with a fmall 
Party of 1ndians ſeparated himſelf from the reſt of his People, diſowning 


their Actions, and all that joyn with King' Philip , and profeſſes himſelf a 
true Friend to the Exgljſb Intereſt, ; Ic 
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, . Irmay not be atuts to acquant'you that the Night before the Fight was, 
and all chatday, and the night aſter, there fell ſuch an extraordinary Snow 
tharthe like bath not been known for many years ; and in regard that we 
had no Paſt come from our Army for 4, or 5, days, many fears aroſe a- 
maneſt us that our men.were loſt either by the Enemy, or the Snow, which 
made many an heart-ake amongſt us: But ſo it was, that which we feared 
would ſpoilas, did very much diſable the, Enemy , for we having burne 
down almoſt all their Wigwams, as alſo all their Cornthart we could find, 
they thereby haveleſs ſhelter and leſs ſybliſterice left them, which milery 
of theirs is much aggravated by that great Snow. The Fight being over, 
our men Retreated to Mr. Switb's Houte, where the Noble General gave 
Order that the Waunded and Sick thould firſt of all be cared for, which 
was done accordingly 3 and that they might have the better Accomodation 
in the Honſe, the General himſelt ixy in a Bara belonging to the ſaid Houſe. 
Care is now taken to raiſe a 1009, men more Gs the General, which 
will ſuddenly march z what the iſſue will be the Lord knows. 

King Philip ſuppoſing that Hatfield, a Town on Coxedticot-River , was 
very thin of men , he drew together 7 or Bop, of his 7#dians, among which 
they had ſcyeral Horſes,” ard ſaddenly entred the Town -0n the 19th, of 
Ottober, 1675. which: after they had ſet on Fire in three places, they dir 
vided themſelves'intotwo-bodies, and began to a& ſeveral Cruelties on 
the Inhabitants : The Zzgliſh by their dilligence ſoon quenched the fires; 
and making up a body of 200. men, moſt ot: which were newly come into 
the Town, they felt on the 7pdians wygh a great deal of fury, and after two 
hours Fight, compelled the 7n45axs to leaye: the Town with more haſt than 
tity eatred;-the Engliſh having flain about 100. Indians, with very little 
laſs cothemſelyes, purſued” rhe reſt po the River-(1de, where many were 
Hrownedthit conld'norſwim ro the farther fide. 'Aﬀeer this Fight, Phibp 
and his 1»djazs fled to the Nayr x nk which cauſed” the'Counſel of che 
Maſſachuſets to publiſh in Princ this Remogſtrance before ſpoken of . * | *. 
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Toour Brethren and Friends, the FRI of the 


Colony of the M aſchnſets. 


Alchough you cannot be Ignorant, how ſtudious this Govern- 
ment hath been to preſerve Peace tn this Colony, and hath 
raken up and Compromiſed diverſe Quarrels that have 
Riſen between our Selves, our Neighbours, & the Imdians ; 
And thereby at ſeveral times prevented thoſe Calamirics 
wherewith we are now Preſſed : Yet toſatisffe you that che 
ſame Mind, and the ſame Endeavours are cocdlniel? Tn the 
preſentGovernment, we have thought ic neceſlary to let-you 

underſtand rhe Riſe and Propreſs of our preſent Troubles, 
with our endeavours to have prevented the ſame. - = hy 


N June laſt, we were Certified by our Friends ith 
Confederates of Plimoutb,that Philip theSachemn 
» of Mount-Hope WAS In Arms,andhad ſolectted alt 
the Indians to jopn with him a nainſt the £2; and 
withal, they deſired our A Giltance to Suppxels him : 
which we by the Articles of Confederation conld-not 
deny, and therefoze applied our- ſelves to Raiſe ſome 
Force fo2 their Aſſiſtance: but were ſtil defirons to p2e- 
vent a War with the indians; and therefoze upon a fo2- 
mer Experience of a good Effect wrought upon the 
ſaid P hilip, uBe reſolved to uſe the ſame means, viz: 
ſending Meſſengers from hence to®hilip roLreat with 
Him, Hoping of the like Pſſte,whtch upon the ltke caſe 
about four years ſince. ve byGods goodhand obtatn- 
ed. But our Meſſengers'arrivingat Swanzy, tn thetr 
way towards Ph/ip, found divers eneliſh Purthered 
on thoRoad, and Were infozmed by the En91liſh rhere; 
of divers Hoſtilities of the Indians,” ; which rendred our 
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tefign and their Negottation hopeleſs: Upon which 
theyreturned, Einfozmed us as abovelatd, wWhere- 
-upon our Fozces began their march in Atd of onr 
Friends -at-Plymouth.; and Having driven Philip from 
his Country, we being infozmed that the Narraganices 
barboured his udomen, and atded him with men, use 
02dered our Souldiers to march to Narraganlet, in or- 
der to keep them quiet, and p2event their ſuccouring 
92 harbouring the Enemy : Where, after ſome delay, 
they were drawn to conſent to our vemands, p:omt- 
ling neither to entertain no2 a[ſiſt ouzEnemtes, which 
they ſince confirmed in a Treaty with the Commilſſio- 
ners of the Colonies ; Further engaging that they 
would deliver all thoſe of Pip- party, that upen hts 
Rout-neax $caroneck, 02 ſince, were fled to them ; but 
have failed in every particular. 

Pou may alſo take notice, That befoze any of onr 
Souldiers marched to Mount-Hope, We were very 
careful to underſtand the ſtate of the Nipner-119ians.to 
pzevent ?b/;p- deſign,t ſecure thoſe 1ndians,  therefoze 
diſpatched tra Meſſengers well known to chem, 
tocertifie them of Phi/ip- motion F of our deſire tokeep 
amity & friendſhip withthem, acco2ding to ti;e Cove- 
nants made with them long ſince. no ways Utolated 
on our part. And by the ſaid Meſſengers, received fair 
returns from the moſt of them,being in x0,02 12,431lan- 
tations, Some of them pzetended fear of us: Foz their 
further ſatisfaction (When our Fozces were ſent out 
againſt FV/:>) we to ſatisfie ſecure them, ſent them 
by tphraim Currice,@ Declaration under the Publick 
Seal, that we had no deſign 2 intent to diſturb them, 
02 any other 1adians that would rematn in their Plan- 
tations peaceably:which:Beſſage EF Beſſenger was 
evilly treated by many of themthen Aſſembled, & the 
$Pellenger much endangered by the younger men.and 
not with any ſattsiaction by their Sachems , as the 
Event ſhewed, though at that pzeſent moze mode- 
rately received, ©00n

Soon after thts diſpatch, & befoze P hil;ps flying fron 
Pocatier, AND MArch up towards the Nipnet Country, 
fome of the ſaid Nipnec-12di4s Aſfaulted © fiew divers 
of our people at Mendam;whereupon Captain Hurchin-z 
{on wth aſmallGuard, was ſent upto the ſatd Nipner- 
Indians, (tf poſftble to keep them quiet) who arriving 
at Q:1abaog, twhereabouts was a Randezvous of the. 
Indians, AndHaving lent to them, they pzomiſed tomeet 
him in a certain place, whither he at the time repair- 
tng,found not the 1-4:2»s;, and being incouraged by the 
Engliſh of Quabaog, that the [:dians Were peaceable, &c-. 
he advanced foward towards the place of the 1ndians 
Randezvous to Lreat them: But in the way, was by 
Ambulcado treacheroufily way-latd,by which himſelf, 
with feveral others were weunded and flain, the Eng- 
liih of Quabaog tinmedtatly Aſlaulted, and the Town, 
except one Houle, totally deſtroyed ; at which time, as 
Wwe underſtand, Philip alſo with his bzoken party came 
up to-the ſaid 1-d:2»-, & upon the firſt, oz immediately 
befoze the arrival of the Fozces, we ſent uþ fo2 theRe- 
Lief of thoſe of Q1abaog, Phzlip and His wjole crew re- 
treated (as We then feared, and aiterwards were in- 
fozmed) towards Cone&icor-River,tzom whence Re- 
crutcing hjtmſelf With Aimmnnitton from Albany, and 
with men, partly from the treacherous 1n9dians about 
Hdly and Spring: field, to have pzoſecutedhis firſt deſigtt 
to Kuine and d?\iroy the Engliſh, And notwithſtand- 
ing all the oppofition of our Fozces, hath done much 
iifchict and ſpoil; and fince the Repuiſe he received 
at Hatcld, Votthdrevw into the Nipner- Conntry, and 
lince that (as we underſtand) towards the Narragan- 
i-::, Who we do conclude, Have favoured, abetted, 
and aſſiſted him therein ; and by entertaining and 
harbouring our Enemies, have dealt falſly andperfi- 
dioufly with us : whereby we find our ſelves neceſſa- 
rily Þngaged, with the Conſent , Advice and Allt-

| Y laſt 'to you beared Date the 2 1ſt, of December, 1675. whereir 
M I gave you a true Account of the ſtate of our Aﬀairs in New= 


England, particularly of the Engagement of our Forces with 
the Indians on the 19th, of December, 1675. and the number 
of the Slain and Wounded, -I ſhall now continue my Intelligence according 
tro your requeſt, and my promiſe, and give you a true Account of all tranſ- 
actions here (worth your information) ſtnce the foreſaid 19th, of De- 
cember. | 
Our wounded men (thanks be to God) are moſt of them pretty well re- 
covered, and only Captain Sealy is dead that I can hear of. By ſome 
Ihdian-Priſoners, lately taken, we are certainly informed that they had 
355. men killed out-right, beſides ſeveral burnt in their Waggons, with 
Women and Children, and 180, wounded, many of which are ſince dead, 
particularly Sachem © uaxepins Brother, who was a man of great Com- 
mand among the 724/avs, That Night the 1zdians left the place where the 
Fight was, and Retreated 5. miles farther into the Country, MNinecroft 
an old Sachem in that Country, who hath hitherto continued Neuter, and 
neither afſiſted the 1»4#axs nor us, ſent ſome of his men the next day, and 
Buried the dead 1ndtans, and as many of thEZEzeliſhas were left behind 
dead. 
On the 23. and 24th. of December, the 1ndjans ſent ſome Commiſſtoners 
to our General to Treat of Peace, which they had no mind to conculde ; 
bur we ſoon perceived it was only to prevent our falling upon them, and to 
gain themſelves more time to remove their Army and Proviſion twenty 
miles farther into the Country, to ſome Rocks where we could not get at 


them without pen danger. Although our General knew this, he was deſi- 
ous to keep t

Conned1cot had left our Army, and we at home to rectuit, and thoſe ſtp- 
plies from Boſtoz, that are daily expeRed, not being yer Arrived, our Army 
was not ina condition to make any new attempts on the Enemy z but had 
nor the Connett;cot Forces left our Army, we had hopes that we might 
have compelled the Enemy to yield toour mercy. During this time, our 
Forces foraged the Country, and brought in great quantities of Indian- 
Corn to the Army, 

About the beginning of January , the Forces from Boſton that were ſent 
to Reinforce our Army atrived at Narragazſe;, where oug Army theg lay : 
the ex;zegm coldne(s of the Seaſon had mightily jſncommendeg them in 
their match; they loſt Eleayen of their Menon their march, that were 
frozen to death, and brought many others ſick and diſheartned with the ex- 


_ tream coldneſs of the Seaſon: they were joyfully received by the Army , 


and ſoon after them ghe ConneRicot Forces came forthe Army, having Re- 
inforced their Companies with ſome freſh men, and bronghce wich chem 
Unkus anOld Sachem,who dwelt in'the Connefzcot juriſdiction z he brought 
with him ſome Companies of his own Indians to the affiſtance of the 
Engliſh. 

MO ine: being now broke up, and the Snow and Ice a!l gone, our 
Army conſiſting in all of x 600, men, began their March tothe Rocks, 
where the Indians were fled for proteion ; but in their way, they had in- 
telligence that 3<o.1sdiaxs had been at Patuxit, an Engliſh Plantation on 
the Narraganſet Bay, where they had burnt Mr, Carpenters Corn 2nd Hay, 
and all his Houſes, except his dwelling Houſe , which likewiſe they had (er 
on fire, but it was again quenched by ſome Engliſh that were in it : They 
likewiſe drove away with them 180. Sheep, 50. head of large Cattle, 
and 15, Horſes : Beſides, they took much Cattel from young Mr. Harrs, 
and killed a Negroe-Servant of his; and having dane this miſchief, returned 


home with their Booty, 


Our Army being Arrived in Pumbamr's Country, an Indian Sachem, we 
burnt his Town, and had a. ſmall Reincounter with ſome of his 1ndiaps, 
where we wounded his chief Captain 2#4aquaſh on the knee, and killed five 
of his Men,and had four of our Conne#tcot men wounded, 

Our Scouts brought in Priſoner one Tift, a Renegadoe Engliſh man, 
who having received adeſerved puniſhment from our General, deferted our 
Army, and fled to the Enemy, where he had good entertainment, and 
was again ſent out by them with ſome of their Forces, he was ſhot in the 
Knee by our Scouts, and then taken before he could diſcharge his Musker, 
which was taken from him and found deep charged, and laden with Slugs : 
He was brought to our Army, and Tryed by a Counſel of War, where he 
pretended that he was taken Priſoner þy the Indians, and by them com- 
pelled to bear Arms in their Service z but this being proved to be falſe, he 
"=o Condemned to be Hanged and Quartered, which was accordingly 

one, | 

Our Army bezt the 1»djans from the foreſaid Rocks, and purſued them 
almoſt as far as 24abog,in which purſuit we killed about 60. or 70. of them, 
and found many of the Matts ſcattered in the way, with which they cover 

their Houſes, which we ſuppoſe they could no carry with them by yy 
on 
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ſon of our cloſe purſuit, Some Priſoners taken from them, inform us, that 
their body conſiſts of 4000, whereof 1800, were Fighting Men, half of 
which wanted Arms, that they were1n great want of Powder, and greater 
want of Proviſions. BE of | 

Proviſion growing ſcarce in our Army, and the Egemy having cleanſed 
the Country of things that might teg6.4o, our Relief, our General reſolved 
co purſue them no farther, but to h; fien*homewatds, 'which accordingly 
was done with what ſpeed we could, but the ſcarcity of Yicuals daily en« 
creaſing, we were forced to kill ſeveral of onr Horſes for our: Suſtenance, 
Our Genera) diſmift the Connediget-Men,and ſent them home the neareſt 
way, and Old Haks and his 77diaps along with them, They proved very 
faichful in our Service, and were well treated by us. Our General having 
left 60, men in Garriſon at Mr, Smiths Houſe, at Narraganſet, where the 
Fight was on the x9th. of Decembe#,came home by the way of Malborough: 
Many of our Souldiers are troubled with the Flax, of which our General is 
one. 

King Philip hath not yet been at Narrgganſet, as we feazed, but isretired 
with his Men near 4/bany, where he hath kept his Winter Quarters, We 
very much fear the Tzd/ans falling on our Out-Towns this Spring, which 
if they ſhould, would extreamly damnifie us. | 

Our Friend Mr, H. 0. went out again into the Army, before he was 
cured of his old wound, and hath received another on his Elbow-joynt, which 
we fear will cauſe him eo lofe his Arm, if not his Life. Our Enemies 
are yet very Unmerciful, ſparing ao pecſons life that they can Maſter, 

E ſee no likelihood of any Peace, but much fear our Wars are far froman 
end: Our Trade to Firginza is quite decayed, not one Vellcl haying gone 
from hence thicher fiace the Wars began.z but by a ſmall YeſſekArrived 
here from thence, weare informed that the 7ndians have fallen nnexpedted- 
on the Engliſh, and deſtroyed many of them, and done much harm with 
very little lofs to themſelves, but this report finds very little credic with us 3 
by the next Shiping I ſhall (God willing). give you a farther Account of. 
our Aﬀairs, and in the mean time thall negle& no opportunity of informing 


my ſelf of the tranſaQions of theſe Parcs, being ſenſible how much you 
have obliged |

POSI-SCRIPT. 


Thought it needful to acquaint you that on the 21th, day of March, 
[ Anno, 1621.the Exgliſþ made a League of Peace with Maſſaſojet,who 
was Grand. father to the preſent King Philip, on the following Terms 

and Conditions, 

bs That neither he nor any of his ſhould injure or de hurt to any of our 
people, | | 

2, That ifany of his did any harm to any of ours, that then he ſhould 
ſend the Offender unto us for puniſhment. 

3» That if any Ezgl:h took any Goods belonging to the ſaid Maſſaſozt, or 
any of his Indians, they ſhould reſtore them agatn : and he obliged himſelf 
to do the like, 

4. Thar if any of the Neighbours of the ſaid 2faſſaſoiet ſhould make war 
againſt him, the Eng/;fh ſhould affiſt him : and he obliged himſelf co affilt 
the Engliſh on che like occaſion, 

- 5. That he ſhould inform his Neighbours and Confederates of theſe Co- 
venants, that they might be carefal of wronging either party. 

© 6, That where any of his 1ndianscame amongſt the Engliſh, they ſhould 
have no Bows or Arrows, or any other Arms with them. 

7. Tharin ſo doing, our Soveraign Lord King Fames ſhould eſteem him 
as His Friend and Ally, | 
Theſe Articles were agreed on to the good fatisfation and content of both 
Parties, and Maſſaſoiet was content to become the Subject of our Soveraign 
Lord King Famer, his Heirs and Succeflors, and gave tothe Engliſhall the 
Lands adjacent, and to their Heirs for ever. 

On the' 25th, day of September, in the year 1639. this great Sachem 
Maſſaſoiet, with Moanam his Son, came perſonally to the Court held at P{z- 
mouth in New- England, and defired that the League and Confederacy for- 
mer]y made with the Government of P/imouth, might ſtand and remain in- 
violable, and the ſaid Maſ{aſoiet and his Son Meanam did faithfully promiſe 
to keep and obferve the Covenants and Conditions therein exprefled and 
contained z and that neither of them ſhould needlefly or unjuſtly raiſe any 
quarrel, or do any wrong to other Natives, or provoke them to War againſt 
them and that neither of them ſhould give, ſell, or convey any of their 
Lands, Territories, or Poſſefſions whatſoever, to any perſon pr perſons - 
whomſoever, without the privity and conſent of the Government of P/z- 
mouth: All which conditions the ſaid Maſſaſotet and Moanam his Son, for 
themſelves and their Succeſſors, did then farthfully promiſe to obſerve and 
keep; and the whole Coart, in the name of the whole Government for 
each Town reſpettively, did then ratifie and confirm the aforeſaid ancient 


League and Confederacy ; and alſodid further promiſe to the ſaid Meena 
an 
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2nd to Moanyam his Son, that they ſhall and will from time to time defend 
chem and their Succeſſors when need and occafion ſhall require, againſt all 
ſuch as ſhall riſe up againſt them) ro wrong or oppreſs them unjuſtly, 

Anno, 1662, "There being occaſion of tocae ſuſpition ofa Plot intended by 
the 1ndzays againſt tife Englthz Phzlip, the Son of the aforeſaid Moanam, 
and Grandſon of Maſſaſotet, and now the implacable Enemy of the Engliſh, 
made his perſonal appearance at the Court held at Pli90#th, Augaſt the 6th; 
and did there earneſtly deſire the continuance of that amity and friendſhip 
chat bad fortnerly been between -the Governqurs of Plimonth and his De- 
ceaſed Father and Grand-father z and for that end the faid Philzp doth for 
himſelf and his Succeſſors, deſire rhat they might for ever remain ſubje& ro 
theKing of England, his Heirs and Succeflors 5 and doth faithfully promiſe 
and engage that he and his will truly and exactly obſerve and keep inviolable 
ſach conditions as have formerly been by his Predecefſors made z and par- 
ticularly, that he will not at any time needlefly or unjuſtly provoke or raiſe 
war with any of the Natives, nor at anytime give, ſell, or any way diſpoſe 
of any Lands to him or them appertaining z to any Strangers, or to any 
without our privity or appointment 3 but will in all chings endeavour to 
carry it peaceably & inoffenſively towards the Engliſh. And the ſaid Court 
did then alſo expreſs their willingneſs to continue with him and his the above- 
ſaid Friendſhip; aad do on thear part promiſe that they will afford them ſnch 
friendly afliſtance by advice and otherwiſe, as they juſtly may; and we 
will require our Ezzliſh at all times to carry it friendly towards them : inf 
witneſs whereof, the ſaid Phi;p the Sachem hath fer to his hand 4 as alſo 
his Unkle, and witneſſed unto by ſundry other of his chief men,

Indians ſent a Meſiznger co the 
Governour of Pl;mouth with a bundle of Arrows tyed tozether 'with a 
Snakes skin, which he underſtood was a threatning and a chai:!-nge, * Upon 
which the Governour ſent them this Anfwer ; That if they loved War ra- 
ther than, Peace, they might begin when they would ; he-had done them 
no wrong, neither did he fear them, nor ſhould they find him unprovided 
and þy another Meſſenger ſent the Snakes skin back with Bullets in it, but 
they would nor receive them, but ſent them back again but the 19dars 
were better adyiſed than to quarrel with the Engliſh at that time,

Plotters) yet having a reſpect to his Maſter, would by no means confent to 
the killing of his Maſter ,. and-upon refuſal was much threatned ,, and bein 

aſraid of his Life, makes his efcape and returns home z and.one day, Whic 

wasa little before the proſecution of the murder, was over-heard (telling 
the Plot to 1is Country-men).by a NegroWoman, who waited and attend-' 
ed on her Miltreſs, which the Negro Woman immediately reveals, The 
Negroe man being takento examination, confeſt the whole truth, which 
was immediately told the Governour, who appointed ſome Captains to 
raiſe their Companies for depreſſing the Rebels, which accordingly was 
done, ana abundance taken & apprehended,8 {ince put to death,and che reſt 
kept in a more ſtricter mannet ,. yet Ferhnyan-like, we have kicked a- 
gainſt'God ,* and flighred che mercy of 1o'grear a deliverance. '*Fhe man-

there did ariſe a Violent Storm of Wind & Rain out of the North-Welt,and 
continuing between the North and the South fo violent, that before the 
hour of Twelve at Night, there was not twenty Houſes ſtanding in our Pa- 
riſh, in which there is above three hundred Families, and thoſe that did- 
ſtand, much camnified z our Neighbouring Pariſhes taſting of che ſame 
Cup. There is kill'd out-right (by the falling of Houſes) in this Pariſh, 
thirty-ſeven, and many more is ſince, with the violence of the wind and 
cold, dead, and many lying in their beds of ſickneſs; and as toour 4 
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all drove Aſhore to pieces, except one of the Kings Men of War, which

By the tempeſtuous Wind, andthe violent raging of che Sea, which 
hath much over-flowed our banks, and incroacht upon the Land, here are 
many Houfes loft, among which mine was in number, where I faved no- 
thing to cover us from the violence of the Storm bur whac was on our backs, 
Pray God tharT may make a ſanRified nſe of the Chaſtiſement, 'becanſe che 
E:ord-lidth not given over our Life ro Death. So having no more at preſenc,
